AMENDMENTS 

In the claims: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 
1. (Amended) A composition comprising V conjugates CI to Cn, wherein . 

(a) each conjugate comprises 

(i) a polysaccharide SI to Sn derived from a Streptococcus pneumoniae 
serotype/serogroup, respectively, and 
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(II) a carrier protein PI to Pn, respectively; 
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(b) "n" is a number equal to or greater than 2; 

(c) the polysaccharides SI to Sn are identical or there are from 2 to "n" different 
polysaccharides; and 
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
